BSA award-winners in depth 


In March, the BSA Exhibits Committee initiates a 
series of exhibits devoted, in each case, to a single 
recent award-winning project by a BSA member. 
These unusual exhibits — which offer more than 
the usual single photograph of an award-winning 
project — are designed to provide the public and 
the profession with a much closer look at recent 
work by BSA members and, specifically, work 
judged by other architects and allied professionals to 
be worthy of special recognition in design awards 
programs. 


We begin this pilot program in March with a look 
at one of the three BSA award-winning projects in 
the 1997 AIA New England Design Awards Pro- 
gram. Each project will be featured alone in the 
The Architects Building lobby at 52 Broad Street in 
Boston. This unique exhibit series begins on March 


2 with a month-long installation describing the 
Stone Cloud House (above) designed in Seoul by 
Kyu Sung Woo Architects. In April, we focus on 
the Malden Mills Polartec Manufacturing Building 
designed by Bechtel Frank Erickson and in May we 
host an exhibit of the Leeper Studios designed for 
Florida’s Atlantic Center for the Arts by Thompson 
and Rose.

We believe this new approach to the way in which 
the BSA exhibits work should enhance the value of 
each exhibit. We invite your comments so we can 
gauge the effectiveness of this experiment and deter- 
mine whether or not to extend the series.

Rawn named 
to new Plaza panel 


Bill Rawn FAIA has been named to a unique new 
five-person panel appointed jointly by the Boston 
Redevelopment Authority and the U.S. General Ser- 
vices Administration to make the ultimate decision 
on the proposed revitalization plans for Boston City 
Hall Plaza, according to a report in The Boston Globe 
in late January. 


According to the Globe, the city government and the 
federal government agreed to this joint effort when it 
became clear that the “plans to redevelop City Hall 
Plaza with a private hotel as its centerpiece are foun- 
dering.” Both the federal and city governments re- 
portedly have agreed to abide by the decision of the 
new panel. In addition to Rawn, this panel includes 
Suffolk University Law School dean John Fenton, 
Conservation Law Foundation director Doug Foy, 
Beacon Hill Times editor Karen Cord Taylor, and 
Veterans Benefits Clearinghouse’s Ralph Cooper. 


The BSA publicly and privately has encouraged both 
the federal and city governments to make every ef- 
fort to sustain the process to ensure that some revi- 
talization plan ultimately is developed; this new col- 
laboration by the city and federal agencies seems to 
reflect that effort.

Historic properties are focus 
of new federal guidelines 


The new 1995, expanded edition of the Secretary of 
the Interior's standards for the treatment of historic 
properties is now available from the BSA. The full 
title is “The Secretary of the Interior's Standards for 
the Treatment of Historic Properties with Guidelines 
for Preserving, Redebilitating, Restoring & Recon- 
structing Historic Buildings”. 


Written by Kay D. Weeks and Anne E. Grimmer, 
this expanded publication is organized in four sepa- 
rate sections, one each for preservation, rehabilita- 
tion, restoration, and reconstruction. In each of 
these four sections, the author has covered a full 
scope of building exterior materials (masonry, wood, 
architectural metals) and features (roofs, windows, 
entrances, porches, storefronts), building interiors 
(structural systems, mechanical systems, spaces, fea- 
tures, finishes), the building site, the setting/district/ 
neighborhood, and special requirements (energy effi- 
ciency, accessibility considerations, health and safety 
considerations).

Design and practice 
workshops begin in March

The Building Code. This is a 10-part series of 
lunchtime workshops on the new Massachusetts 
state building code. The BSA Codes & Regulations 
Committee inaugurated this series last year when the 
new Code was first enacted. These sessions focus on 
all the significant changes in the code; mark your 
calendar for March 27, April 3, April 10, April 24, 
May 1, May 22, May 29, June 5, June 12, and June 
26; all sessions are noon-2:00 pm at The Architects 
Building; lunch is included in the workshop cost. 


“Sealing the Building Envelope.” Roofing and wa- 
terproofing expert Dennis Kulesza, a popular Build 
Boston veteran, this time comes to the BSA in the 
Spring for an extended exploration of building enve- 
lope design and waterproofing techniques. The date 
is April 15. 


“How to Make the New B141 a Marketing and 
Risk-Management Tool.” This is a DPIC work- 
shop co-sponsored by the BSA focusing on the sig- 
nificant overhaul of AIA document B141. It’s on 
April 17. We focus on communication/negotiation 
strategies that will make the best agreement possible 
for your firm. To register for this session, call DPIC

The Primary Image. In the Spring of 1996 and 
again at Build Boston last November, design profes- 
sional Beverly Payeff provided BSA members with 
an introduction to a remarkable approach to design 
termed “Image Diagnostics.” Payeff’s intensive, 
four-part workshop has been so successful that the 
BSA is bringing it back to The Architects Building 
this year on April 21, April 30, May 4, and May 12; 
these are four, closely connected half-day sessions. 


“Managing Design and Construction on the 
Internet.” National CADD wizard Jerry Laiserin 
AIA has been a regular presenter at Build Boston for 
the past several years because of his unique insights 
into the uses of electronic communications in 
project management, firm management, and other 
elements of the building industry process. He pre- 


sents this first-time BSA workshop on using the 
Internet for project management on April 23.

Designing Post Offices. The United States Postal 
Service presents a half-day session on designer-se- 
lection and its “Automated Building Desgins” pro- 
cess. The date is May 11. 


“Project Accounting Systems.” Michael Ingardia, 
PE. first came to the BSA last year to present this 
workshop on selecting and implementing appro- 
priate project accounting systems. He is back this 
year by popular demand with his updated version 
of this workshop. The date is May 18. 


“Controlling the Cost of Office Technology.” 
Michael Ingardia, P-E., who offers the workshop 
on project accounting systems described directly 
above, also leads this session later the same day on 
how your firm can understand the rapid expan- 
sion of office technology needs and options...and 
how you can control the costs of this new technol- 
ogy. The date for this session is also May 18. 


“Leadership and Learning Through Professional 
Development.” Marketing and management con- 
sultant Jean Valence joins national AIA Continu- 
ing Education director Thom Lowther in this ses- 
sion on the relationship between firm manage- 
ment, project management, marketing, and the 
intellectual and professional development of firm 
principals and staff. How to use the national AIA 
continuing-education system and the growing 
number of State-mandated professional-develop- 
ment program requirements are among the issues 
addressed in this session. The date is May 28.

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Architects’ fees, compensation, 
relationships with engineers, 
office filing systems, and other 
issues come to the fore 


The BSA Professional Practice Committee has ter- 
minated its own existence and has given birth to five 
new issue-specific working groups designed to ad- 
dress primary issues of interest to BSA members. 


@ Fees & Compensation Committee. This is the 
primary child of the old Professional Practice Com- 
mittee insofar as it is surveys of architects’ compen- 
sation that had occupied most of the old Profes- 
sional Practice Committee’s time over the past few 
years. This new working group focusing only on 
compiling data on fees, compensation, and related 
statistical information will enable BSA members and 
friends to have more useful information on hand in 
a more timely fashion than has been the case. 


@ A/E Interprofessional Practice Committee. This 
is the working group of architects and engineers that 
for the past year or two has been addressing the re- 
lationship of these two professions. Erik Mollo- 
Christensen AIA of Tsoi/Kobus & Associates, who 
chaired the now-deceased Professional Practice 
Committee, will be focusing on the issues surround- 
ing A/E relationships. 


@ Expanded Architectural Services. The develop- 
ment of the new version of AIA Document B141, 
along with several years of BSA programs focusing 
on the redefinition of architecture, has made it clear 
that many of us remain in the dark about the whole 
notion of “expanded services” and what it means for 
our profitability and our peace of mind. This com- 
mittee, led by Jim Dunn CPA, Assoc. AIA of 
Goody, Clancy & Associates, will develop a set of 
guidelines that will help define, for both architects 
and clients, what the notion of expanded services 
means and how this notion relates to fee-setting. We 
are going well beyond building design to address the 
broadest possible scope of services an architect 
might provide. 


@ Office Filing Systems. For many years, the old 
Professional Practice Committee had been asked to 
develop a guide to standardized office filing systems. 
As electronic documentation became more promi- 
nent, the need for a better understanding of AIA, 
CSI, and other filing systems became crucial. Now 
this issue will be addressed by its own committee, 
chaired by Peter Sugar AIA of Ann Beha Associates; 
this committee has scheduled its first meeting for 
noon at the BSA on April 23. If you would like to 
join us, call the BSA at 617-951-1433x221 so we 
order enough free lunches. 


@ Designer-selection for Commercial Projects. 
This spin-off of the old Professional Practice Com- 
mittee now has the sole responsibility for developing 
a simple one- or two-page guide for institutional, 
corporate and other commercial clients seeking to 
hire and work with architects. Years ago, former 
BSA President Roger Goldstein FAIA worked with 
the BSA staff to develop an excellent designer-selec- 
tion guide for homeowners and other small-project 
clients. More recently, working groups led by Ed 
Tsoi FAIA, Jack Hobbs AIA, and many others have 
developed excellent client tools such as the “Client 
Advisor” and the DPIC/BSA booklets on value en- 
gineering, fast-track, and RFIs developed by the 
construction-administration phase task force chaired 
by Tom Payette FAIA. The intent now is to try to 
move to the next step, to draw on our own experi- 
ence and on the experience of clients to help us 
shape this long-overdue guide to designer-selection 
on large projects.

For over a decade, the BSA Sole Practitioners Com- 
mittee, led for many years by Paul Minor AIA and 
Russ Tremaine AIA, gathered monthly at the BSA 
to address an endless variety of practice and design 
issues. As happens with some lunch groups/com- 
mittees/task forces, this one seemed to run its course 
by early 1997 and has met only rarely since then.

The core group of architects and allied professionals 
committed to making the architectural profession 
politically relevant in Massachusetts — and commit- 
ted to advancing architects’ awareness of how state 
government affects the practice of architecture — re- 
minds you of these 1998 events: 


® Our annual Freshmen Legislators Breakfast at the 
Parker House in January, during which House 
Transportation Committee Chair Rep. Joseph 
Sullivan reviewed pending challenges for his com- 
mittee. 


@ The third annual Design Professionals’ Day on 
Beacon Hill on the morning of April 8 in conjunc- 
tion with other design professionals’ associations. 
This year we will also coordinate architects visits to 
legislators’ district offices. 


@ The Design Professionals Government Affairs 
Dinner will again be scheduled for late Spring. 


Interior designer certification debated 

One of several bills the AIA Massachusetts/BSA Leg- 
islative Affairs Committee has been following is 
House Bill 2285, the Interior Designer Certification 
Bill. This proposed legislation would expand the 
Massachusetts Board of Registration of Architects to 
provide certification of interior designers who pass 
an existing, industry-sponsored qualifying exam. 
Under the provisions of this bill, a “State Certified 
Interior Designer” would stamp his/her design draw- 
ings and specifications with a seal indicating the in- 
terior designer's right to use that protected title, 
while including a statement that said drawing is not 
an architectural or engineering document and is not 
to be used for construction of load-bearing walls or 
structures. 


Recently AIA Massachusetts and the BSA boards of 
directors expressed opposition to this bill for these 
reasons: 


@ There is concern that it is inappropriate for gov- 
ernment to accept responsibility for a certification 
activity that currently functions within private in- 
dustry, particularly since this expansion would pro- 
vide no increase in public health, safety and welfare. 


@ The architectural profession is aware of the on- 
going national campaign by interior designers to 
bring about universal interior designer licensure, the 
first step of which is typically a “title” law. There is 
a great deal of concern that the current Massachu- 
setts certification bill has been crafted so that a 


simple modification would change the language into 
that of a practice law thus restricting architects’ 
practices. 


@ There is concern that interior designers’ educa- 
tion, training and testing do not assure maintenance 
of the public safety, health and welfare standards re- 
quired by building codes of those who prepare con- 
struction documents. Nor does interior designers’ 
education, training, and testing necessarily prepare 
interior designers to provide the various legal certifi- 
cations to building officials required by the current 
State Building Code. 


@ The architectural profession acknowledges that 
interior design, as practiced by the majority of pro- 
fessional interior designers, is a serious, learned vo- 
cation and a valuable component within the design 
professions. The BSA and AIA Massachusetts are 
enthusiastically exploring with interior designers po- 
tential mechanisms for raising the public’s percep- 
tion (as well as architects’ perceptions) of the value 
of interior designers’ work but we do not believe the 
proposed legislation is the way to accomplish that. 


Readers who share these concerns about this legisla- 
tion can assist by contacting your state legislators di- 
rectly to request support in opposing House Bill 
2285, which currently is being considered by the 
House Ways and Means Committee. You also may 
wish to talk with your local building department of- 
ficials to ask that they also speak with lawmakers. 
Please inform us of any communications you have 
about this matter with elected officials so we can co- 
ordinate our activities.

Architects aim 
for the Super Bowl 


As a direct result of a BSA/AIA New England reso- 
lution at the 1997 AIA Convention in New Or- 
leans, the AIA postponed it production of a new se- 
ries of TV advertisements in favor of a more mea- 
sured approach. As requested in New Orleans, the 
national AIA Board directed a national advertising 
task force to look at a strategic plan for television 
advertising, identify and conduct research on the 
markets to target, refine the messages to deliver, and 
inform the membership of the advertising design ap- 
proach. 


As a member of the national AIA Advertising Advi- 
sory Committee, I have been very impressed with 
the quality of the work done by the Committee and 
the consultants, Richardson, Myers & Donofrio, 
Inc. Fourteen focus group sessions have been held 
around the country, including two in Boston. The 
market study included a diverse group of people 
making decisions about building, hitting the spec- 
trum of clients from small residential projects to 
business, community, public, education, and large 
commercial clients. What was heard was consistent 
with what we have been learning in the BSA “future 
search” process and our subsequent focus on client 
relationships — while Americans know we are cre- 
ative and can deliver beautiful buildings, they are 
chagrined that we do not listen, that we have our 
own (expensive) agenda. 


Based on this market analysis and extensive feedback 
on the original print advertising programs, the na- 
tional focus has now moved from a promotion of 
“beauty” to an emphasis on sharing the client's vi- 
sion and the relationship we develop together to en- 
sure a successful design. In our BSA and AIA New 
England discussions, we agreed that this was exactly 
the missing element in the first high-end print cam- 
paign of the past few years, a campaign that empha- 
sized only a final single product. 


Storyboards have been created for two proposed 
comercials aimed at a business market and a com- 
munity client group. These have been tested with 
both clients and architects nationally and already 
have been revised. This program is coordinated 
with the ongoing print campaign, which will be re- 
vised and will have a radio element as well with new 
commercials on NPR.

“How to succeed 
with expanded services” 


That is the title of a recent article in Architectural 
Record by Clifford Pearson that focuses on the efforts 
of the past several years to encourage everyone in 
our profession and our clients to think much more 
broadly about the services architects are trained to 
provide. The article focuses on what it describes as 
some of America’s “best-managed firms” (including 
our own Cambridge Seven Associates, Machado and 
Silvetti Associates, and Nakazawa Consultants). 


With the advent of the new B141, the impetus pro- 
vided by efforts such as the BSA’s own “future 
search” program of the past few years, and the grow- 
ing national awareness among architects that the 
profession is quickly being redefined, this article is a 
good reference for those who would understand “ex- 
panded services” a bit more clearly. The article is in 
the January 1998 issue of Architectural Record. If

Has this happened to you ? 
Is it ethical ? 


“Does the AIA issue guidelines for giving and taking 
appropriate credit for professional work 2” 


“Is it a violation of the AIA Code of Ethics for one ar- 
chitect to replace another on a project ?” 


“If I replace another architect on a project, what use 
may I make of work prepared by the first architect ?” 


These are the three most common questions received 
by the national AIA staff ethics counsel...and the an- 
swers are “No,” “No,” and the answer to the third 
question is a little more complex. 


In the past decade, 10 major decisions on cases 
brought before the AIA’s National Ethics Council fo- 
cused on the issue of taking or giving appropriate 
credit for design work. The BSA has assembled a 
full package of information that includes the Code 
itself and all of the written decisions and advisory 
opinions issued by the Ethics Council on issues such 
as inaccurate attribution of credit and the failure to 
give credit, uncompensated design services, referral 
fees and conflicts of interest, misrepresentation of 
qualifications, the withholding of photographs and 
other material from former employees, negligent in- 
terpretation of zoning regulations, endorsements and 
conflicts of interest, employment discrimination 
based on gender, supplanting, the failure to get 
client’s consents to design changes, the use of other 
architects’ drawings, manufacturers’ indemnifica- 
tions and conflicts of interest, the failure to report 
employees’ lies or misstatements of qualifications, 
etc.

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City Hall Plaza, architecture 
students, and interior designer 
certification are on the agenda 


BSA President Peter Kuttner AIA reports regularly in 
this space on BSA Board action. | 


At recent monthly meetings of the BSA Board of 
Directors: 


The proposed revitalization of City Hall Plaza re- 
mains on the agenda in light of the continuing pub- 
lic debate over the future of this unique Boston 
space. In addition to a recent editorial in The Boston | 
Globe signed by BSA urban designer David Dixon 
FAIA and me and Dixon's and Board Member Ted 
Landsmark’s participation in the Plaza Citizens Ad- 
visory Committee, the BSA Board is seeking addi- | 
tional ways to enable BSA committees and task 
forces with related interests to help move the Plaza 
revitalization process along. The Board has taken a 
public position that the process leading to revitaliza- 
tion must be maintained in order to ensure that we 
do not lose this opportunity to reshape a major pub- 
lic space; we assume the debate over the specific de- 
sign changes will continue. 


BSA Deputy Director Nancy Jenner joined us at a 
recent Board meeting to describe a new BSA pilot 
program focusing on students in the architecture | 
schools in the Greater Boston area. The intent isto | 
create stronger links between the schools and practi- 
tioners and to develop specific links between archi- 
tecture students and the BSA through programming 
and other services. Wentworth Institute of Technol- 
ogy provost George Balich AIA, a member of the 

BSA Board, noted that the schools would probably 
welcome this initiative enthusiastically and also sug- 
gested that the schools may be able to provide finan- 
cial and programmatic support as the BSA develops 
training and other opportunities for architecture stu- 
dents. We also noted that this is another opportu- 

nity to connect numerous BSA committees to archi- 
tecture students. 


@ The decade-long negotiation between architects 
and interior designers on the issue of interior de- 
signer certification (or registration or licensing) con- 
tinues as the national associations of interior design- 
ers stress their interest in developing “practice” legis- 
lation in every state; this is legislation that would re- 
strict the practice of designing interiors to the inte- 
rior design profession. While the BSA has expressed 
frequent and enthusiastic support of efforts to el- 
evate the stature of the interior design profession | 
both publicly and within the architectural profes- | 
sion, the BSA Board opposes the development of 

State legislation for these purposes. Among other 
things, the BSA Board noted that the existing 

NCIDQ certification system administered in the 


private sector already works quite well and addresses 
essentially the same issues as any legislation might.

Is there an American Style ? 


In August 1607 an expedition known as the Ply- 
mouth Company, sailing from England to America, 
disembarked at what is now the State of Maine. 
There, at the mouth of the Kennebec River, the new 
arrivals crafted a rough-hewn structure and the first 
gabled roof was raised on the North American 
continent...Much has transpired since. 


Of the many architectural styles that have taken root 
in the New World, only a small percentage has sur- 
vived, and even fewer have prevailed. Is there an ar- 
chitectural style that is inherently emblematic of the 
American nation in the way that the onion dome 
symbolizes Russia and the Gothic spires evoke medi- 
eval France ? 


The vast open spaces, the rugged terrain and the 


arid desert regions found in the United States are 
home to many cultures but have produced a style 
that is markedly Southwestern. The increasingly 
popular “pueblo style” integrates massive compo- 
nents into a versatile design system but has few dis- 
cernible, definitive elements. English Victorian, with 
its myriad variations, represents a glorious period in 
Western history and permeates the built environ- 
ment at every level. Its cragged elegance conveys a 
stately bearing but the style has been replicated of- 
ten ineffectively to create an image that is distinctly 
unattractive. 


If a society is defined by its officialdom, its 
officialdom is characterized by its architecture. 
Prevalent among the many styles that embody fed- 
eral, state and municipal buildings, from the august 
national monuments in Washington DC to the rural 
New England town hall, is Classicism. Having its 
genesis in the classical orders of the Greco-Roman 
period and flourishing during the Italian Renais- 
sance, it remains today intact, replete with laurel 
leaves and ornate regalia, as it enters its third millen- 
nium. And yet this is a wholly European design style 
as opposed to, say, Islamic or Asian, and the spirit of 
imperialism was not one of the principal genii that 
guided the founding fathers. 


The lone sodbuster homesteading on the desolate 
plain, the traditional suburban split-level, 
Manhattan's empire architecture — all are essentially 
American but none exclusively so. 


Ever since Vitruvius, architects have sought inspira- 
tion from the principles of symmetry and propor- 
tion that exist in the natural universe. Consider the 
mathematical relationships found in the Golden 
Section, the alleged metaphysical properties of the 
five-pointed star, the uniqueness of the rhombohe- 
dron that, when an infinite number are fitted to- 
gether, will fill all of space. Now, as we delve into 
the inner workings of the lepton and the quark and 
as we inch toward the speed of light, these interrela- 
tionships become exponentially more complex. 
Whole new technologies are emerging here that will 
generate undreamed of patterns in an unimagined 
new natural order. Unseen vectors delineate the di- 
rection leading toward this new horizon, visible to 
those who look to the West.
